PRELIMINARY REMARKS. 

Judge Neilson admonished the counsel that a 
great deal of time was spent in arguments, 
which greatly delayed the trial, and asked them 
to advise him when they desire to argue any 
peint. ; : 

Mr. Evarts explained, supported by ex-Judge 
Fullerton, that the examination of tne witness 
yesterday, after he iad been informed of the 
death of his mother, was at bis own ( witness’) 
request. 

MOULTON RESUMES. 

The redirect examination of Moulton was re- 
sumed, and he deposed chat ac nono of bis inter- 
yews with Beecher did he deny the charges of 
adultery with: Mrs. Tilton. Witness’ atteotion 
was calied to the letter written Dec. 26, 1870, 
and he was asked if he had seen twis letter be- 
fore it was given him. He replied he had not. 

Ex-Judge Fullerton said these were all the 
questions he bad to ask the witness. 

At this point Beecher and hia wife arrived, 
and teok their customary seats, 

CROSS-EXAMINED BY GEN. TRACY. 

Witness was then crose-examined by Gen. 
Tracy, and said: The speech made by Theodore 
Tilton at the Steinway-Hail meeting was not 
called to my mind since about a fortnight after 
it was delivered, until I repeated it from recol- 
lection. Here witness’ attention was called to a 
report of the speech in the World, and he re- 
plied it was like the epeech made by Mr. Tilton. 
I think it differs from the original in baving 
nothing about ‘*‘freedom of speech.” Still, on 
treading the speech, witness said: I do not re- 
member him saving that he believed in her, but 
I do recollect the words, “‘ vouch for her ;” and 
I do not remember the hisses which are here. I 
do not remember him saying that she would ad- 
dresé them on the subject of *‘ social freedom.”

NOT A FREE-LOVER.

A Washington dispatch in our last. issue 
intimates {hat Attorney-General Fiaup, of 
Louisiana, has telegraphed to Washington 
that the members of the Investigating Com- 
mittee, Messrs. Hoar, Frre, Werke, and 
Marsmatn, are already as ‘+ prejudiced 
against the action of the Returning Board ” 
as were the Sub-Committee, Messrs. Fosrer, 
Prers, and Porrer, whose report upon this 
matter was at first condemned by the former. 
If the statements of the Attorney-General 
are true, they give the first glimpse of hope 
that the Louisiana trouble is on the road to- 
wards a final settlement. Should the Oom- 
mittee now in New Orleans confirm the 
report of the Sub-Committee as to 
the frauds perpetrated by this Returning 
Board in sustaining the “gigantic fraud” of 
the Keizocc Government, then there is no 
other way left for Congress to act except to 
demand that the lawful majority shall have 
its place in the Legislature, and see to it that 
‘*the gigantic fraud” is no longer tolerated. 
With such a disposition of the case, there

The Grand Jury which concluded its ses- 
sions yesterday presented to the Criminal 
Court one of the most intelligent reports that 
has come from such a body ina long time. 
Attention is directed to the large number of 
prisoners now confined in the County Jail ; 
and it is suggested that some reformation 
should be made in the practice 
of the Court so that persons held 
on criminal charges may be allowed 
a speedy trial. Such a course is dic- 
tated as well by considerations of common 
justice as by those of economy in the admin. 
istration of county affairs. The Grand Jury 
also finds that the present statutes for the 
punishment of gambling are ineffectual, and 
advises that they be amended; that attend- 
ance upon gambling-houses be made 
a crime; and that owners of prem- 
ises leased for gambling purposes be held re- 
sponsible, if knowledge of the fact is brought 
home to them at any time after the leasing, 
In.the matter of the Wabash Avenue Railway 
ordinance, and the charge that it was cor- 
ruptly obtained, the jury finds that there are 
stronger grounds than mere suspicion for a 
presumption of guilt. But no indictments 
are returned, the investigation not being 
concluded; and the evidence already 
taken is \offered for the basis of an 
inguiry to be conducted by a future 
Grand Jury. The report, on the while, is 
excellent, as well in manner asin substance. 
The statement that the allegations of bribery 
in the Common Council do not rest on mere 
suspicion ought not to surprise. anybody. 
The duty of bringing the whole subject up 
again and searching it through and throngh 
is imperative, and must be manifest to the 
officers of the law. 


THE ONE-TERM PRINCIPLE. 

The House of Representatives on ‘Tnesday 
last refused to submit tothe people of the 
United States an amendment proposing that 
after the 4th of March, 1881, the Presidential 
term shall be six years, and the incumbent 
ineligible. The vote stood: Yeas, 134; nays, 
104,—there being 40 Republicans voting in 
the affirmative, and 54 members. not voting 
atall. We think the action of the House 
was a mistake. The experience of the 
country has shown the importance and the 
necessity for this measure. We dd not 
refer to the present Administrafion, nor to 
any other, when we say that a President 
hardly gets under way in his office before the 
plots, the intrigues, and the operations for 
the succession begin, and such President 
would be more than human if he be able to 


| keep himself out of such a struggle or stand 


free and independent therein. The possession 
of the Executive office is considered an item 
of great strength to a party. If it be true as 
an element of party strength, it is no less 
powerful as a means of promoting the per- 
sonal cause of the incumbent in his own 
party. The patronage of the country is at 
his disposal; his power is felt in every 
village and cross-roads, in every Con- 
gressional District, in every large city, and 
generally among the leading ppblicmen. He 
has Cabinet and Bureau offices, and judicial 
and diplomatic appointments in his gift ; he 
has. Consulates and Collectors, an army of 
subordinates and Postmasters. Indire¢tly he 
controls, and is in turn controlled by, the 
members of Congress and Senators of his 
party. These men are potential at home be- 
cause of the Federal patronage they exercise ; 
the President by delegating this patronage to 
them makes these Congressmen his retainers, 
Three years ago, a Commission selected by 
the President, and composed exclusively of 
his personal and politival friends, made a re- 
port to him upon certain abuses of our politi- 
cal system, which report was substantially 
indorsed by the President in his message 
communicating it to Congress. In that re- 
port it was said : 

In obedience to this system, the whole machinery of 
the Government is pulled to pieces every few years,

of Congress, and they, in like manner, are 
relieved of special fealty to him purchased 
by the delegation of patronage. :

and the demoralization which attends farm- 
ing out the appointing power to members of 
Congress, by what right does Congress as- 
sume to deny them that right? This idea 
that the whole wisdom of the nation is con- 
centrated in Congress, and that that body 
must take care that the people do nat vote 
to their own injury and to deprive them- 
selves of their own liberty, is an assumption 
that betrays a consciousness that the people 
are keen for reform. The refusal to submit 
this amendment to the people is too evident- 
ly the result of a fear that they would adopt 
it. Itis therefore a denial by the House of 
Representatives of an opportunity to the 
people to reform the greatest and most 
scandalous abuse pertaining to our system 
of government. This dread lest tle people 
should do wrong, and this zeal to prevent 
them having an opportunity of doing so, is 
illustrated in the vote. Of the 104 Repub- 
licans and Democrats who voted against let- 
ting the people have the opportunity of 
adopting this amendment, only twenty-six 
have been re-elected to Congress; the others 
have been retired, and have naturally but a 
poor opinion of the intelligence of the 
people. 

This amendment, however, cannct be ‘thus 
stifled. The country has demandesl this al- 
most from the beginning. The arguments 
of Gen. Jackson in favor of the single 
term, and that term lengthened to six 
years, have never been answered, and 
can't be. There ig no question 
more thuronghly understood by the people, 
nor one which meets greater universal favor. 


| The reason given for refusing tio submit the 


amendment,to the people is onw that would 
apply equally to any amendment whatever, 
and when that reason is supple:nented by the 
apprehension that the people would adopt it, 
the refusal becomes an impralent abuse of 
numerical power by afew men whose political 
existence has already been cut off by an indig- 
nant and outraged people. 
ALLEN VS. SPENCER. 

The failure of the Cook County National 
Bank threatens to call out as many “ state- 
ments” as the Bezcner scandal. Mr. Spen- 
cern, the former President of the bank, who 
sold out to Mr. ALLEN, made a statement the 
day after the failure, in which he sot up that, 
though he has guaranteed the capital stock 
and assets of the bank to the proportion of 
the whole which he sold to Mr. Aten, he 
was subsequently—less than a year after- 
wards—released from this: guarantee upon the 
payment of $12,000. ‘The inference was that 
all the bills receivable which Mr. Srencen 
had turned over to Mr. Arzzn had been good, 
except to theamount of $12,000, which he 
paid up according to contract. But 
now Mr. Auten steps forward with his 
statement, which we print this morning, 
and in which he very plainly charges 
Mr. Spencer with having acted in bad faith. 
In point of fact, Mr. Arum states that, while 
he paid Mr: Spryczr par for his stock and 
supposed he was buying a good and sound 
banking-institution, he found, soon after as- 
suming the management, “ that its entire cap- 
ital stock wasin assets of a very doubiful 
value.” Mr. Atten alsd intimates that 
Mr. Srzncer coolly informed him after- 
wards that his guarantee was worthless, 
and. forced him to a compromise on 
his (Srenozn’s) own terms by refusing to 
consent to an extension of the worthless 
paper or to the payment of the loss on a 
compromise. Mr. Auuen says, therefore, 
that he was compelled to take $12,000 or 
nothing, though he “‘ would have been very 
glad to have given $50,000 to have made the 
assets good.” Mr. Auuxn also charges that, 
during an absence at the Kast, the Cashier of 
the bank, whom he had retained from Mr. 
Spencer’s management and who was a 
brother-in-law of Spzyocrr’s, advanced 
$100,000 to a well-known reckless real-estate 
speculator in exchange for New York drafts 
which were never paid. 

Of course all this isa reflection upon Mr. 
Srenozr's management ; bunt it must be re- 
membered that it is Mr. Arzen’s side 
of the story. Mr. Srzncer is said to have 
alleged frequently im private conversa- 
tion that Mr. Ataxn bought ont the Cook 
County National Bank with funds which he 
held as Receiver of the Mississippi & Missouri 
Railroad ; that, inelading interest, he held 
about $1,000,000 of these railroad moneys; 
that the sale of the Cook County National 
was made largely on the representations of 
Mr. Tracy, who had an interest in the 
repayment of this million of dollars; 
that since taking the bank Mr. Arzen 


has paid off this immense sum, and that he 


presumptively did so out of the funds of the

It was not 
a matter of rumor or reputation, but of direct, 
convincing, positive testimony. When, how- 
ever, he came into court for trial, he was as 
safe as if he were in “* The Stare” itself. \ Ac- 
commodating bailiffs provided the sporting 
fraternity with frdnt seats and the rabble 
filled the back ones, and the jury faced a mob 
of gamblers, confidence-men, thieves, shoul- 
der-hitters, and vagrants, not one of whom is 
engaged in making an honest living. It was 
an easy matter to pacs the jury, and those of 
the number who were honest were intimi- 
dated and influenced by this mob. The 
Court was held in contempt by its presence. 
The witnesses who were disposed to tell 
the truth had not the moral courage to

And 
thus the farce goes on, until at last MocDonaLp 
testifies that he has been in the habit of paying 
the police small sums when the game is going 
on to stay away and pot interfere with it; and 
yet this pattern of propriety and veracity had

As long as the People’s Party remain in 
power, as long as the gamblers and police go 
hand in hand, the former subsidizing the lat- 
ter and the latter. protecting the former, so 
long must the respectable people of this city 
accept the situation. Their only hope lies 
in the ballot-box or in that remedy 
which was applied so successfully in 
San Francisco. If there is no hope 
for the people in the courts, if witnesses 
dare not tell the truth and juries dare not 
convict, if the police force is simply an in- 
strument to afford the gamblers protection in 
their infamous business and is paid for doing 
it, and officials and magistrates stultify them- 
selves on the witness-stand, then it may be- 
come necessary for the citizens to protect 
themselves. It will not require much effcrt 
upon the part of the gamblers to create such 
anemergency. The citizens can find a rem- 
edy at the ballot-box, and we believe they 
will, when the time comes, sharply and 
effectively. : 
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THE LITTLE TARIFF BILL. 
Congress never lends an ear to the great 
monopolies of the country without bringing 
down the general denunciation of the people. 
The passage of what is known as the ‘ Little 
Tariff bill” has had this effect. We are now 
told that a very important influence is being 
brought to bear upon the President to induce 
him to refuse his sanction to the bill. The 
measure was fraudulent in its inception, in 
its title, and, finally, in almost every pro- 
vision it makes. The purpose of the bill was 
originally represented to be that of correct- 
ing the phraseology of the existing tariff law, 
and it wasfrom thisit took itsname. Before its 
final passage, however, it was found that it 
amounted to a readjustment of the tariff on 
some forty different articles, and that it was 
a ‘‘ little” tariff bill only in the sense that it 
furnished a series of bounties to special in- 
terests, for which the people are made to pay 
most ¢xorbitantly. ‘We have already pointed 
out some of the most glaring features of the 
bill. The increase of duty on light unintoxi- 
cating wines from about 60 to about 100 per 
cent ad valorem ought of itself have defeated 
the bill, for this increase was evidently made 
in response tothe demands of the whisky 
rings throughout the country ; for to the ex- 
tent to which light wines fall into disuse on

INCREASE OF DUTIES. 

The Secretary of the Treasury received a letter to- 
day stating that the leading importers of the country 
had by some means obtaimed a list of articles upon 
which he proposed an increase of the tariff, 2nd had 
forthwith ordered large supplies by cable, thus in 
effect defeating the desired increase in the customs 
receipts. They suggest that a change in articles 
designated be made, but he seems to be ata loss to 
kaow what particular articles ghould be selected, It 
is supposed that the information, of which the im- 
porters #0° quickly availed themeeclves, leaked out 
through some of the Treasury officials, with whom the 
Secretary had advised on the subject.— Washington 
special, 26th inet. 


If the Secretary should succeed in making 
up a new schedule of articles on which to in- 
crease the present high tariff, the same opera- 
‘tion will be repeated by the importers, and 
the money intended for the Government will 
be diverted into their pockets. 

No increase of revenue ean be obtained by 
an increase of duty on articles manufactured 
in great part in this country. without exacting 
many-fold the amount from the consumers. 
Suppose the duties repealed in 1872 be re- 
stored, or about 10 per cent added to the 
present exorbitant tariff, what would the re- 
sult be? We may estimate that the manu- 
factured articles now in this country but not 
in the hands of consumers amount, in round 
numbers, to $1,000,000,000. That is to say, 
the kind of goods now in the handsof manu- 
facturers, importers, jobbers, wholesale and 
retail dealers, and middlemen of all descrip- 
tions, on which the tariff would be raised, 
amounts to $1,000,000,000. If 10 per cent 
duty were added, the price of the goods now 
on hand would advance 10 per cent in gold; 
in other words, the consumers would have to 
pay out $100,000,000 extra in gold before the 
Government would receive a dollar of revenue, 


If it waa designed to raise $10,000,000 of 
revenue, the consumers would be taxed 
$110,000,000 before the Government could 
reach the desired object. As this must inev- 
itably be the case always when Government 
imposes an additional tax on goods to be im- 
ported in the future, but not on the goods 


‘now on hand, the injustice of the scheme 


proposed by the Secretary of the Treasury 
is only less in kind than the similar defect 


in the “* Little Tariff bill,”*and much greater 
in the actual burden put upon the people. 

' The trouble is, that the people in Washing.

out. Acharter by the Legislature of Cali- 
fornia to the California & Texas’ Railroad 
Company was purchased, and under it the 
“Construction, Company” was’ organized. 
The operations of the Credit-Mobilier Con- 
struction Company of the Union Padific Rail- 
road will be remembered. Scort’s Company 
proceeded on the same general plan. The 
Railroad Company (Scorrt & Co.) contracted 
with the Construction Company (Scorr & 
Co.) to construct the whole line of the road 
for $40,000 per mile. The estimated average 
actual cost of construction was $20,000 per 
mile; hence the profits on 1,700 miles would 
be thirty-four millions of dollars! The stock 
of the ‘‘ Construction Company,” like that of 
the Credit Mobilicr, was placed where it would 
do the most good. Ingenious devices were 
resorted to to cover up any evidence of 
bribery, and this is explained by the 7'ribune : 

For every dollar paid in for stock a-land-grant bond 
of the railroad of the same ampumt, bearing 7 per cent 
interest, was given the stockholder. In the cases cf 
members of Congress or theif representatives, it is 
said that tho lobby arranged matters in this way : ‘the 
land-grant bonds issued for the stock apportioned to 
them were hypothecated with certain Pennsylvania 
banks for money to pay for the stock, and the paid-up 
shares were handed over, so that nots cent of the 
money of the recipients of these shares ever left their 
pocketa, The construction stock was therefore as 
much a bribe as the Credit Mobilier shares. In one 


case it was paid for in land-grant bonds, and in the 
other in dividends, 


The same paper asserts, upon authority of 
a “responsible person,” that Gen. Buruer at 
one time owned $100,000 of this econstruc- 
tion stock. | | 
The further history of this business is, 
that Col. Tom Scorr, by manipulations well 
known to him and easily understood, has 
obtained possession of the Atlantic & Pacific 
Railway Company, which is itself a consoli- 
dation of several railroad companies, and 
having a charter to construct a railroad from 
Missouri to San Francisco.

THE CIVIL RIGHTS BILL. 
4 DAY WASTED IN THE HOUSE. 
Special Dispatch to The Ciicage Tribune, 

Wasntnoron, D. ©., Jan. 27.—The proceed- 
ings in the House to-day are dercribed in the 
ward “ filibustering.” King Cancus was more 
successful than yesterday. The resolution of 
the caucus of last night relative to the Civil 
Rights bill was obeyed. Directiy the journai 
‘was read, Gen. Butler, as Chairman of the 
Judiciary Committee and organ of tho Republie- 
an caucus, moved tu reconsider the vote where- 
by the House Civil Rights bill was recommit- 
ted to the Judiciary Committee. The 
Democrats immodiately indicated _ their 
readiness to make good their pledges. A 
series of filibustering movement was begun, 
to which at the close of the day 
session there seemed likely to be no end. The 
proceedings consisted almost entirely of roll. 
calls, enlivened by occasional expressions, both 
of humor and ill-feeling. Gen. Butler took 
charge of the parliamentary movements on the 
part of the Republicans, and Sam Randall on be- 
balf of the Democrats. Charley Eldredge, of 
Wisconsin, occasionally endeavored to supersede 
Randall, and, when he did, made bad work of it, 
Twice, by blundering motions, Eldredge nearly 
lost to the Democrats their vantage ground. 
This the Republicans would have to their own 
benefit. had not Beck speedily rescued Eldredge 
from his diiemma. Late in‘the day Butler ob- 
tained upamimoug consent to 

SUGGEST A TRUCE, 

His propomtion was of a complicated parlia- 
mentary nature, the effect of which would bave 
beeu to have permitted six houre’ debate on the 
Civil-Righits bill, aud intermediate motions, moet 
of which would be given to the Democrats. Sam 
Randall, ‘ speaking for the Democrats, declined 
the proposition, and in dommg so showed bimseif 
t© be possessed of great shrewdness as a parlia- 
mentary leader. He madea point which most of 
the Repablcans petreyee poser it difficnit to 
controvert, and which Butler only answerad 
by swagd¢er and defiance. Randall proposed 
that the useless struggie should now end ; that 
the House should devote itself exclusively to 
the paseage of all the appropriation bills, su that 
the wheels of the Government might not he 
stopped, or an extrafeegsion be made necessary. 
Then, that being done, both parties could return 
to this etruggle of physical endurance 
over the Civil-Rightg bill Butler could 
only say that if was not for Rar- 
dali to control the appropriation bills, 
not boing that Committee, and that the Re- 

ublicaa two-thirds did not propose to have the 

emocrats dictate their course of proceeding. 
Randall's proposition was specious, for it is very 
evident that should such ao agreement be made, 
the business would be im such condition tha: no 
time could be left for the Civil-Righis bill in 
the closing hours of the session. 

THE NIGHT SESSION, 

Ten o'clock at night found the Houee cecunied 
in the same endi¢ss, dilatory molions. The Oap- 
ito] did not present the customars brilliant scene 
of avight session. A considerabie fall of snow 
prevented the usual attendance of spectators. 
The light of the tholus on the dome was dimmed 
by the falling soow. The corridors were gloomy 
and vacant.

AGRICULTURE. 


Meeting of the Wisconsin State Agri- 
cultarai Convention — Anterentunyg 
Papers Read. 

Special Diepatch te The Chicage Tribune. 

Maprison, Wis., Jan. 27,—The State Agricul- 
turai Convention, under the auspices of the 
State Agricultural Society, opened this mornving 
under as fayorable auspiges as could have been 
expected, in view of the absorbing interest in 
the Senatorial eloction. ‘The President, Eli 
Stilson, of Oshkosh, one of the most successful 
farmers of the State, delivered a brief, but very 
appropriate, opening address, discuss- 
ing several practical questions, especially theo 
improvement of soil and of stock. He 
beheved the average yield of grain in the State 
could be increased at least 25 per cent, equa! to 
$7,000,000 increased anuual income, Clover and 
land plaster were espetialiy commended asa 
moans of improvement of soils. It was urged 
that every paper in the State should have a 
department devoted to agrieuliure. 

An interesting discusdion on the value of land 
plaster and its mode of action followed this 
paper. 

W. H. Newton, of Madison, read a paper giv- 
ing a highly evlogistic agcount of the value of 
peat as a fuel, and of a plan of condensing it by 
purification instead of gompression. He esti-. 
mates that there are 150,000,000 tons of peat in 
Wisconsin, and mado the extraordinary state- 
ment thet, on a large scale, peat could be con- 
densed at a cost of 7}4 cents @ ton. 

Gen. Delapilaine gave a bistory of several at- 
tempte at utilizing peat, which had all faiied, 
owing to the imopractibility of cheaply drying and 
conde: ging ii.
